letter to the president 
created a profound sensation.

clared that energetic

the treasury departm ent 
had

"ham pered and disc-ouraged at every 
turn by Secretary Mac Veagh’s idioayiv- 
craeies, bis astounding capacity for 
procrastination, his im apa' tty for de 
cision and the peculiar moods ol sus­ 
picion aud aversion to which ire is 
constantly subject.” 
Andrew 
also 
informed 
President 
Taft that la w re n c e O. Murray, comp 
troller of the currenc y; Lee .NL Clung 
treasurer of the United Slates, and 
other high officials of the treasury 
were pra< th ally unable to transact the 
business ol their offices because of 
Secretary Mac-V> ag b ’s moods, which 
Andrews says “would seem Ina* pl lea 
hie in a man of normal mind.” 
Iii a long letter to the president 
Andrew Hts' I th at his predecessors, 
Charles D. . 
-ton, later secretary to 
President Taft, and Charles D. Milles, 
who also lait the treasury to go to the 
White House, v, ere compelled to sub 
mlt to the same conditions under Sec- 
retaty Mac VV 
b as were 
imposed 
upon him, a.id says Mr. MacVeagh tor 
weeks at a time would have no rela 
lions whatever with his assistants, 
while government 
business was de­ 
layed. 
Andrew wrote the president 
that conduct of the public busine** un 
der such conditions was impossible 
and that the treasury business was 
practically at a standstill. 
While 
relations 
between 
Andrew 
aud his chief have l*eeu strained more 
than a year, it is said they rea< bed 
the breaking point two weeks ago. 
when Andrew went to the Chicago 
convention. When he returned it be­ 
came 
known that either Mr 
Mac- 
Veagh would leave the cabinet or Mr. 
Andrew would leave the treasury. 
Senators Crane, Ixalge and Smoot 
talked wSrh the president about the 
situation and an effort was made to 
have Audrew retained His resignation 
was practically asked for, however, 
and he tendered it and left Washing 
ton a few hours later*, 
When Andrew advised the secretary 
in writing that he intended going to 
the Republican convention to assist 
in framing the financial plank of the 
platform, Mr. 
Mac-Veagh, it is said, 
replied that he desired bis assistant tc 
remain at his desk in Washington 
Andrew, his friends declare, unsuc 
••cest'illy sought a personal Interview 
with his chief to straighten out th* 
matter.

She then worked on Pedro's 
superstitions by telling him Blanche 
was a sorceress, and had sought to 
kill him by means of the “bewitched” 
girdle, 
in terror, Pedro sent his in­ 
nocent wife to prison 
(They 
had 
been married just three d a y s ) 
For this and for other acts of cru­ 
elty and misrule the people m urm ur­ 
ed. 
They took B lanches p a rt 
8o 
did 
Pedro's 
half-brother. Don Fad 
rtque. 
Pedro assured them that be 
loved Blanche and would set her free. 
Instead, he put her to death. 
He in­ 
vited Padrique to the palace and went 
forth ta greet him as the latter enter­ 
ed the palace courtyard. 
Then, at a 
signal from 
Pedro, 
Fadrique 
was 
stabbed to death by an assassin. 
A second half-brother wag disposed 
of by Pedro In like manner. 
So were 
many noblemen. 
Ai 
last, 
under a 
third half-brother, Henry of 
Traata 
mara, the nobles rebelled against Pe­ 
dro. 
The pope excommunicated him 
for bls series of black crimes. 
He 
was driven out of Spain by Henry and 
by the latter s allies, the “ White Com 
paniea" (soldiers of fortune). 
Taking 
refuge In France, Pedro fell In with 
the “Black Prime,*' heir apparent of 
England, who was ravaging the French 
lands. 
By making certain glittering 
promises of reward Pedro Induced the 
Black Prince to help him regain hts 
throne. 
At the bead of an English 
army they marched into Spain. There. 
In the fierce battle (Navarete. 1367), 
they beat Henry. Pedro was once more 
king. 
He failed to keep any of the prom­ 
ises he had made, and 
the 
Black 
Prince left Spain lu disgust. 
As soon 
as the dreaded English troops were 
gone the w ar broke out anew 
Henry 
gained many victories. 
He could not 
wholly conquer the king. 
At last, in 
1369, he Induced Pedro to come to his 
tent for a peace conference. 
Scarcely had the two half brothers 
met In the tent than they flew at each 
other’s throats 
like 
angry 
dugs 
Henry stabbed Pedro with a dagger. 
But the blade broke off 
against 
the 
coat of mall the king wore under hie 
cloak. 
Pedro then, by main force, 
caught Henry In his arm s and hurled 
him to th e ground But one of Henry's 
followers tripped Pedro aud sent him 
sprawling. 
Before 
the 
fallen 
king 
could scramble to his 
feet, 
Henry 
drove a sword through his throat. 
Thus perished Pedro the Cruel in 
his thirty sixth year. 
Henry seized 
the throne, put the slain 
monarch's 
two sons in a cage and starved them 
to death. Scoundrel though Pedro was. 
he had been loved by the common peo­ 
ple. 
Many of them prospered under 
his reign, and a whimsical sense 
of 
fairness on his part had led them to 
nickname him “Pedro the Just.”
